While the law under which the Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion of New York city is organized does not call for peri- 
odical reports it has seemed desirable to the Commission 
that the usual practice in such matters should be followed 
and it has prepared and published a report covering its 
work for the calendar years of 1900 and 1901. This report 
comprises, first, a report of the Commissioners; second, a 
report of the Commission's chief engineer, and, third, a 
report of the Commission’s auditor. The Commission's re- 
port contains a historical account of its work from 1891 
to the beginning of construction in 1900, and of its ac- 
tions respecting the Brooklyn Extension, the incorpora- 
tion of pipe galleries, etc.,, and is followed by a lengthy 
summary of the opinions of the Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court upon the application of the Commission for 
power to begin construction and of the Court of Appeals 
upon the constitutionality of the Rapid Transit Act. The 
report of the chief engineer reviews the work of engi- 
neering department in laying out and designing the road, 
and of supervising its construction, with brief descriptions 
of the methods adopted by the subcontractors in carrying 
on the actual construction. The auditor’s report is a gen- 
eral summary of the finances of the commission.

After a brief general review of these investigations by 
Mr. Mead, they are discussed at more length by Mr. 
Johnston, and then given in detail by the several observ- 
ers already noted. Mr. Johnston’s report includes some 
interesting matter on water registers, a portion of which 
was published in our issue of Aug. 29, 1901, in an article 
entitled ‘‘Instructions for Installing Weirs, Measuring 
Flumes and Water Registers.’’ He also describes a water 
sample trap used in silt investigations, and water register 
and current meter testing stations at Cheyenne, Wyo. 
The reports of the various observers are devoted prin- 
cipally to various phases of the art of irrigation, but 
include studies of seepage and the duty of water. The 
report by Professor Nagle, of the Agricultural and Me- 
chanical College of Texas, is a “‘Progress Report on Silt 
Measurements,”’ covering 32 pages. The report contains 
a number of line drawings and many good half-tone re- 
productions of photographs. Altogether, it is a creditable 
and valuable piece of work, made doubly useful by what 
may be termed the editorial summaries of Messrs. Mead 
and Johnston,

The construction of 
another railroad from St. Petersburg to Petrozavodsk, on 
Lake Onega, and a short line in the Baltic district has 
been recommended. 

MACHINERY. ETC.—Panama, CC. Am.—A report from 
Indianapolis, Ind., states that D. M. Parry, Pres. National 
Association of Manufacturers, has received an opinion 
from Sullivan & Cromwell, New York, general counse! 
in America of the new Panama Canal Co., that every 
dollar’s worth of machinery and supplies necessary for the 
construction of the canal may be purchased in the U. 8. 
without restraint from the operation of the French Jaws 
under which the company was originally chartered 
American manufacturers have been agitated over the 
provisions of the law governing the French company, and 
it has been feared that purchases of machinery and sup- 
plies would have to be made in France. The attorneys 
for the new company declare that American manufac- 
turers are needlessly alarmed, and that the new company, 
whose rights the U. S. proposes to purchase, is in no way 
bound by provisions governing the old company.
